The expanded service schedule is being funded from revenues generated by new paid parking 
stations in the Observatory parking lot and along its main access road. The pay stations will also 
operate the same hours as the Observatory (including Mondays). The charge for parking will be

LADOT Hosted Open Street Program Discussion

The group then attended the Culver 
City/Venice CicLAvia on Sunday 3/26. 


Installment Payment Plan for Parking Citations 

LADOT implemented a new Installment Payment Plan (IPP) in March that allows qualified 

motorists to pay for their parking citations over a three month 
period. IPP’s are available for motorists whose financial situation is confirmed as a “very 
low-income” household using guidelines established by the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (www.huduser.gov) . In the past, installment plans for parking citations issued were 
provided to motorists as part of the Hearing process. The new IPP no longer requires a motorist
